Now I do not believe that this John 
Derrick, my trusty and attached ser- 
vant for more than twenty years, had 
any impression whatever of having 
seen any such figure until 1 touched 
him. The ohange in him was so 
Startling when I touched him that 1 
fully believed he derived his imprcs 
sion in some occult manner from me 
at that instant. 

I bade John Derrick brine; some 

brandy, and I gave him a dram and 

■lad to take one myself. Of 

what had preceded that night's pheno- 
menon I told him not a single word. 

Reflecting on it, I was absolutely cer- 
tain that I had never seen that face 
before, except on die one occasion iii 
Piccadilly.

I after- 
wards had it from the gentleman that 
the prisoner's first aflirightod words 
to him were, "At all hazards, chal- 
lenge that man !"' but that, as he 
would give no reason for it, ami ad- 
mitted that he had not even known 
my name until he heard it called and 
1 appeared, it was not done.

the unwholesome memory of th" 
murder, and also because a detailed 
account of bis long trial is, by no 
means, indispensable to my narrative, 
[ shall confine myself closely to such 

incidents in the ten days and nights 
during which we, the jury, were kept 

together as directly bear on my own 

curious personal experience. It is in 
that, and not in the murderer, that I 
seek to interest my reader. It is to 

that, and not to a page of the New- 
gate calender, that 1 beg attention. 

1 was chosen foreman of the jury. 
On the second morning of the trial, 
after evidence had been taken for 
two hours (I heard the church clock 
strike), happening to oast m\ 
over my brother-jurymen, I found an 
inexplicable difficulty in counting 
them.

Following Mr. Harker's eves and 
looking about the room, I saw the 
figure I expected- the second of the 
two men who had gone down Picca- 
dilly.

peared that everybody present hail 
dreamed of the murdered man last 
night except myself and Mr. llarker. 

I now fell as oonvinoed that the sec- 
ond man who bad gone down Picca- 
dilly was the murdered man. so to 
speak, as if il ha<l been borne into my 
comprehension by this immediate tes- 
timony. But even this took place, 
and in a manner for which I was not 
at all prepared. 

On the tilth day of the trial, when 
the ease of the prosecution was draw- 
ing to a close, a miniature of the mur- 
dered man, missing from his bedroom 
upon the discovery of the deed and 
afterwards found in a hiding place 
where the murderer had been seen 
digging, was put in evidence. Hav- 
ing been identified by the witness 
under examination, it was handed up 
to the bench and thence handed down 

ami inspected by the jury. As an of- 
ficer in a black gown was making bis 

way with it across to me. the figure 
of the second man who had gone down 
Piccadilly impetuously started from 
tlit- crowd. Caught the miniature from 
the offioer-and gave it i<> me with his 
own hands, at the same lime saying 
in alow and hollow tone, before 1 saw 
the miniature in the locket, "I was 
younger then and my fact- was not 
drained of blood." It also came be- 
tween me and the brother juryman to 
whom 1 would have given the minia- 
ture, and so passed it on through the 
whole of our number and back into 
my possession. Not one of them, 
how ever, detected this.

Al last we are settled down to our 
duties on the Pacific Coast, but 
through what a wonderful land we 
have passed, and in what a veritable 
dreamland we have found our position. 
Tin' scenery from Buffalo, N. Y., to 
St. Paul, Minn., was comparatively 
lame and uninteresting. The greater 
pari of the way being quite flat and 
uninteresting though well settled by 
rich farmers and stock raisers. From 
St. Paul to Brainerd and west to 
Mandan, I). T., the land was not of 
such a nature as to call forth our ad- 
■miration and wonder, it was mainly 
a prairie, with here and there a beauti- 
ful lake, town or river. Wild ducks 
and geese were about as plentiful 
alone; the route as tlies are in summer. 
We arc sorry the train passed 
through the Pad Lands during the 

t unity 

and- 

est wonders. Put the next day the 
train was rapidly ooursing its' way 
along the beautiful and romantic 
valley of the Yellowstone River. At 
many places along the river, there 
were grand views of steep buttes ; 
and east of Billings, Montana, we 
were now and then able to catch 
glimpses of picturesque Indian 
villages. However, it was a sorry 
si^ht — this beautiful and very fertile 
valley, seventy miles by two hundred 
and fifty miles in length, peopled by 
a la/.y. worthless tribe of no more 
than 8,000 Indians. These Indians in 
a very lew instances cultivate their 
lands, and yet with the richness with 
which they are blessed, they have to 
depend upon the Government for 

rat ions. 

West of Billings We were particular- 
ly interested in the method of cattle 
raising. Cattle are branded and 
allowed lo roam over the country at 
their own sweet will. This practice 
is the cheapest, and, as some say. the 
best, M the valleys are free for pastur- 
age purposes, and requiring lee 
penditure of money- -i\i\ cents be- 
ing the a\ ■ i of raising a steer. 

It was an interesting sighl to see 
flu cow-boys along the route in their 
picturesque - sombreros, gray shirts 
and leathern tmapps ami armed with 
revolvers, bowie-knives and whips. 

Put stop, we were then passing up 
the valley of the Yellowstone, and the 
scenery from the cars windows, began 
to present more strikin;;- features of 
beauty, and grandeur than can hardly 
be found outside of Switzerland. Be- 
yond the pleasant smiling valley, and 
the windin ling river, appeared 

gigantic masses of snow\ mountains. 
In some instances, they were so lofty 
and ethereal as lo lie mistaken for 
clouds. We soon passed into the very 

heart of the Rocky Mountains, anil 

then we wen so bewildered by the 

great number of grand views, that we 
were al a loss how we would ever be 
able to tell our friends of the real 
grandeur of the Pocky Mountains. 
The scenery along the Jocks, and the 
Clark's Fork of the Columbia River, 
were especially beautiful ; and the eve 
was never wearied in watching the 
ever changing, and often startling 
clVccts of different forms of the lower- 
ing hills, or the fantastic shapes of the 
rocks along t he ri\ 

Put after passing through so mam 
grand views, we were naturally wear- 
ied oul, and lost much of our interest 
in the passing Bights, Put we could 
not help admiring the really grand 
scencrx alone- the Columbia' River. 
distance of nearh one hundred

It is at present the 10th of Decem- 
ber, and yet we have not seen one 
snow-flake nor felt one of thos. 
waves so well known in the Fast. 

As we learn, partly from conver- 
sation with old residents out here and 
our own little experience, the climate 
of this section is very mild and equa- 
ble, the summer averaging 70 dfcureos, 
and the winter 88 degrees. The wet 
and dry seasons are well marked, the 
rain falling more copiously in Decem- 
ber, January, and March than any 
other time. Put the rain falls iii 
showers rather than continuously, w ith 
with many intervals of bright, agree- 
able weatiier. Snow rarely fails in 
great quantities, and this soon disap- 
pears under the influence of the warm 
humid atmosphere, or the M Chinook" 
winds, which blow from the Pacific 
Ocean. All the year through the 
grass is kept fresh and Verdant by the 
heavy dews at night and the occasion- 
al fogs in the morning. At present it 
is warm enough for us to sit here 
with the window open. Occasionally 
when the weather is agreeable the 
girls take walks through the grove, 
and many of them return with flowers 
and grasses or leaves. It seems strange 
to us to have Thanksgiving Day with- 
out cold weather. Vet such w'as our 
experience, and it was interesting. 

In the morning a service was' held 
in the little chapel, the text being 
from Dcut.
